Sir: 

In reply to the Reply to Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief mailed on March 26, 
2009, a response to which is initially due by April 27, 2009 , Applicants submit this paper. 
Applicants note that the Notice asserts that "Summary of claimed subject matter must identify 
and map all independent claims separately on appeal to spec, by pg. and line number or 
paragraph number and/or drawings if any." Applicants further respectfully note that this is a 
requirement of the New Rules for Practice Before the BPAI that were originally intended to take 
effect on December 10, 2008, and which are not currently in effect . The Appeal Brief filed by 
Applicants, on the other hand, was filed in January of 2006 and comport to the existing Rules of 
2004. Applicants have repeatedly attempted to contact Miss Sharmalla Coates of the PTO, who 
signed the Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief, but have not been able to reach her and thus 
explain the above. 

In view of the above, Applicants submit that the Appeal Brief filed in January of 2006 is 
in fact in full compliance with the currently-effective appeal rules of 2004, and respectfully 
request that the Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief be withdrawn and this appeal proceed on 
the basis of the Appeal Brief on record.
